Two deaths occurred in convict prisons and six in l oca i 
excluding executions. Two of the eight deaths were 2 
chronic renal disease, one from disease of the bladder, one from 
ceiebral hemorrhage, one from acute intestinal obstruction one 
hom appendicitis, one from syncope, and one by suicide. 

Four convicts were released before the expiration of their 
sentences on medical grounds, and thirty-eight prisoners from 
local pnsons. Of the latter, thirteen were women who were near 
then' confinement. 


Five convicts were transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum ; two of these had been previously in an Asylum, and 
the mental condition of a third had been always doubtful. 


Sixty-throe persons were transferred from local prisons to 
lunatic asylums : of those forty-eight were insane when committed, 
three were noted as of doubtful sanity, and throe as eccentric. 
One had been ordered to be detained during the pleasure of the 
Dord Lieutenant, as having been insane at the time of commits 
ting the offence. I wo ol the eight remaining, who were sane on 
committal, were known to have been previously insane. 

The conduct of the prisoners lias generally been very good, 
, per cent, of the local prisoners and 71 per cent, of the convicts 
having received no punishment during 1903. 

., • pple number of cases in which licences that had been granted 
to convicts to be at large were revoked or forfeited in Ireland 
during 1903 was 21 — 20 males and 1 female. 


_ ,^ e . -P ena l Servitude Act of 1891 empowered the Secretaiyof 
state m England and the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland to remit in 
the ease of any licence holder the obligation of reporting himself 
to the Police. For some years in England it lias been the 
practice to exorcise this power in the case of a considerable 
proportion of convicts a few months after release from prison, 
upon the receipt of a favourable report from the police. A 
similar practice is now followed in Ireland. 
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During the past year the status of the only surviving District Bridewell?. 
Bridewell, i.e., that at Bin-, has been altered by an Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant which prescribes that convicted prisoners under 
longer sentence than 3 days are not to he committed thereto, this 
being the limit of sentence in the case of ordinary bridewells. 

District bridewells, of which two were in existence when the 
Prisons were transferred from the local authorities to the Board 
on 1st April, 1 878, viz.— those at Baltinglass and Birr— were 
ori'dually intended for the confinement of prisoners committed 
from a certain district within the county for trial at Quarter 
Sessions or sentenced at such Sessions to terms not exceeding 4 
months, and in case of the County Gaol being crowded, prisoners 
for trial at the Assizes might also he confined in them, ihe 
Bridewell at Baltinglass was closed many years ago, and though 
Bln- Bridewell continued a District Bridewell, it has not for many 
years been used as a Quarter Sessions Prison. Prisoners were, 
however, until last year committed thereto by the local Courts of 
Summary Jurisdiction for terms up to 7 days. As there is no 
Chaplain or Medical Officer attached to any bridewell, and there 
are no proper facilities for carrying out prison discipline, it was 
considered preferable to send such prisoners to one of the larger 
prisons, even though in some cases this might entari an incon- 
venient journey, rather than to keep them confined m the 
Bridewell for so long a period as a week. In future, prisoners 
sentenced to more than 3 days must he committed to one ot the 
larger prisons. 

In addition to the bridewell at Birr, there are now only 8 
bridewells open, viz. the ordinary bridewells at ^hna, 

Clifden, Fermoy, Kilrush, Loughrea, Mallow, New Boss, Newij. 

In 1878, 95 bridewells were handed over to the Pnsons Board 
in consequence of the Prisons Act of 1877. Since then all b 
of these have been closed. The disappearance of most of th^se 
unsuitable places of detention is a satisfactory feature ot the 
operation of that Act. 

The main objection to the bridewell system as it now exists is 
not so much to the committal of sentenced P™rs. which m 
limited to 3 days, as to the fact that prisoners can be committed 
on remand for a week, and that owing to 
prisoners awaiting trial have often been detained 3 or 4 weeks m 

bridewells. 

The number of prisoners committed to bridewells during 1903 
was tL lowest on record, being only 455, the number committed 
during 1878 haying been 4,830.

In thi- regard it is satisfactory to note that, m several cases 
females hitherto frequently in prison, who were ta.ught skilled 
laundry-work in one of the prisons, have disappeared from the 
iaunury wo now able fco earn a decent livelihood, 

The weaving industry has been extended, the blankets for the 
Prison Service being now woven in Jiountjoy Prison. 

Prisoners of both sexes are employed as much as possible m the

In England the work of registration of criminals was several 
years ago transferred from the Home Office to Scotland Yard 
but it has been decided that in view of the provisions of the 9th 
Section of the Prisons (Ireland) Act of 1877, such work in Ireland 
shall continue to be carried out in the Prisons Department with the 
assistance of members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

The principal advantages of the finger-print system as com- 
pared with the anthropometric system are its greater simplicity 
and accuracy. The success of the anthropometric system is 
entirely dependent on the care and skill with which the 
various measurements are taken by prison officers with the 
aid of delicate instruments, and as in practice variations 
01 two or more millimetres often occurred, searches were 
numerous and tedious, whereas absolutely accurate finger 
impressions can be taken by any person, all the materials 
required being printer’s ink, a small copper plate, and 
a rubber roller to spread the ink on plate. The fingers 
are separately rolled on the ink plate and the impressions 
transferred to paper. The whole operation in the case of 
a .prisoner can be done in less than five minutes. 

these finger prints are classified at the Board's Office according 
o a well-defined system. Should it be suspected that any person 
who is charged with a criminal offence has previously been con- 
victed, an impression of his finger prints can be obtained by the 
po ice from the prison governor on complying with certain 
requirements. These finger prints are then transmitted to the 
oards Office, where it can be ascertained in a few minutes 
whether he is identical with any of those whose finger prints 
have already been recorded, ■

4,S I C fc is^a matter of much satisfaction that there has been no 
difficulty in maintaining discipline at the Reformatory, in- 
mates misconduct themselves they are removed from association 
at meals and recreation, and are placed m separate confinement 
It is recognised by the members of the inebriate community 

themselves that this is in the interests of all. _ 

We are now in a position to claim that this institution can 
show that about 50 per cent, of inebriates— viz. ,1S out of 35 
have been going on satisfactorily since their discharge. 

Apart from Axis other advantages are gamed. In many 
the removal of the inebriate husband or wife has enabled homes 
broken np to be again established, and children to be started m 
hfe and tlie scandal is prevented of the continual re-appearance 
of these individuals in Court for offences of drunkenness or 
arising out of drink.

ARMAGH PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the officers has been very good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good. Breaches of discipline 
amongst the prisoners have been of a trivial nature, which were all 
dealt with by me. I am pleased to be able to report that the 
diminution in the number of prison offences continues, compared with 
former years. No restraints were imposed during the year. There 
has been no escape or attempt to escape. 

A male prisoner committed suicide by hanging. 

The fire appliances are in good order and the officers trained to their 
use. There is an ample supply of water. The sewers are regularly 
flushed and are working well. 

The progressive stage system has been carried out, and the privilege 
of associated labour has not been abused by the prisoners, all well 
behaved while so employed, and the output of work very satisfactory. 
Prisoners awaiting trial have been given an opportunity to work at 
chopping, tying, and dipping wood, and gardening, and almost all in 
this class have availed themselves of it. Advantage has been taken of 
the committal of skilled tradesmen to employ them at their respective 
trades for the benefit of the piison, cave being taken to carry out tho 
Progressive Stage System. The male prisoners have been employed at 
stone breaking chopping and tying wood, making yeast bags, picking 
oakum, cooking, and cultivating the prison garden, from which a supply 
of fresh vegetables is obtained for the use of the prisoners for several 
months of the year. The females were employed at sewing, knitting, 
and laundry work. 

The general whitewashing, painting, glazing, repairing officers and 
prisoners’ shoes, and repairing prisoners’ clothing have been carried 
out by prison labour. 

The schoolmaster warder has been efficient in the performance of 
his duties, a good number of prisoners who were wholly illiterate on 
committal were able to read and write on their discharge from prison 
The Assistant Matron, who acts as schoolmistress, has also been 
efficient in the discharge of her duties with satisfactory results. 

The buildings and boundary wall are in good order.

I beg to report that during the past year the conduct of the prisoners 
under my charge has been good. Their attention during Divine Service 
was reverent, and many showed a real desire for a better life. Several 
professed a changed life and a few have so far proved the truth of their 
profession. Temperance pledges were given, but generally speaking, 
except in the case of those young in crime, they were not kept. 

There have been several cases of hopeful reformation of young women. 
One is now in a situation who had been a girl of the street, and isdoinn- 
well. 

“ The Prison Gate Mission for Men,” and “ The Prison Gate Mission 
for Women,” have rendered considerable aid. It is a pity this work 
could not be extended to meet tlie large number who when released 
have no possible means of living, and are almost compelled to break law 
to live. If the number of prisoners is to be lessened one of the methods 
adopted must be that of some system which will take hol'd of and help 
this class at that trying and critical time. 

On Christmas Day a service was conducted in which, by the kind 
permission of the Board, special music was rendered by my church 
choir. On every hand there was evidence that not only was it enjoyed, 
but was helpful. 

The schoolmaster did excellent work. One ease, worthy of special 
note, is that of a prisoner who at the beginning of a short term of im- 
prisonment did not know the alphabet, and who, when discharged a 
few weeks ago, could read almost fluently an ordinary book. 


Extracts from txie MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have pleasure in stating the prisoners confined here have enjoyed 
exceptionally good health. 

As shown by the statistics, there have been no executions, deaths, 
suicides, or attempted suicides. There have, as usual, been no zymotic 
diseases, not even a case of erysipelas. 

Two prisoners were released on medical grounds : one, a female in 
advanced pregnancy ; the. other, a male who was on remand, and suffer- 
ing oil committal from asthma and cardiac failure. 

Pour prisoners were found to be insane at time of committal, and in 
duo course were transferred to the lunatic asylum. This is a consider- 
able reduction on former years. A few years ago it was usual to have 
as many as eight, ten, or twelve such cases. 

I attribute this satisfactory state of things to a consultation I had 
with the medical officer of the Belfast Police Courts, when I took the 
opportunity of pointing out to him the irregularity of sending insane 
prisoners to jail, and suggesting in case of doubt the desirability of 
having them remanded for a week, when they would be under my own 
observation and assistance in diagnosing their mental condition. 

I may here state I visit the prison every evening about 5 o’clock, 
examine the committals and certify them as fit or otherwise for hard 
1 abour, attend to their complaints, and give directions for observation

All the prisoners under my charge as 
Protestant Chaplain have been constantly visited during the periods of 
their imprisonment. The religious instruction given to them has led 
me sometimes to hope that a good impression has been mado upon them. 
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but not knowing what their life lias been since their discharge from 
prison, it is impossible to say whether that impression has been lasting 

or onlv of temporary duration. . . 

Prisoners eligible for school instruction have been carefully examined 
on admission and before discharge, and classihed. The schoolmaster 
has, I think, done his work carefully and well. 

The library I consider a most valuable source of instruction and 
recreation to the prisoners.

One man died of appendicitis and pleuro-pneumonia. Two warders 
were treated in hospital and seven in their homes, one of whom suffered 
from diphtheria, which was successfully' isolated. During the year 
(exclusive of hospital patients) tko number of prisoners treated was 825, 
with an average daily sick of 5 ‘7. Three men were found insane and 
sent to an asylum. Two prisoners were released on medical grounds. 
The ventilation and drainage of the prison continue good. The water 
supply, which is obtained from tire town source, has been abundant for 
drinking purposes as well as for the Hushing of the drains which open 
into the town sewer. On the whole the sanitary condition of the 
prison has been satisfactory, and the health of the prisoners has been 
carefully supervised, and their complaints received every merciful con- 
sideration. 

Some of the cases treated in hospital were of a serious nature, and 
rnostlv associated with drink, and irregular liviug. It is this class who 
contributed three-fourths of the admissions. In their frenzied condition 
they have no control over their brutalities, aud do not learn the nature 
of their offences until penalties are imposed on them. I think there 
will be no means of improving the condition of the gaol habitues until 
there is a reduction in those slums and insanitary areas of the licensed 
houses which always hold out inducements for using that bad drink 
which is the curse and the ruin of the Celtic race.

& ,y of the “IE health of the prisoners has been good. 
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Al though there were epidemics of measles and influenza in Galway J 
am glad to be able to report that there was no case of the former and 
only one of the latter amongst the prisoners, that of a woman suffering 
from influenza when committed. She was at once isolated in hospital. 

One prisoner, an old man, was released on medical grounds. 

There was no death in the prison. In this connection it may be of 
interest to note that since the beginning of the year 1879 there have 
been only five deaths from illness in the prison. 

The food lias been of good quality and well cooked. The new 
scale of dipt, which came into operation on the 22nd August, 1902, 
is an improvement on the old. Comparing, in the case of long 
sentenced prisoners, periods of eighteen months under each, I find that 
whereas 19*4 per cent, lost weight under the old, only 15*2 per cent, 
did so under the new. 

The general health of the officers has been good. 


KILKENNY PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers generally has been good. 
There was one exception of a warder, whose conduct had to be brought 
under the notice of the Board, and who subsequently resigned and left 
the service. Two warders resigned and left the service during the year 
— including the one referred to above — and the chief warder was 
retired on superannuation allowance in consequence of ill-health. 

The conduct and industry of the prisoners were satisfactory, and the 
punishments for breaches of discipline few; only in one instance had a 
visiting justice to be called in to deal with a refractory prisoner. 

The prisoners were employed during the year at shoe-making, mat- 
making, tinsmith ing, blacksnii thing, carpentry, masonry and plastering, 
cutting and bundling timber into firewood, plaiting raffia, sack-making, 
breaking stones, gardening, whitewashing and painting prison, pumping 
water for service of prison by means of the crank pumps, washing and 
repairing bedding and clothing, and picking oakum by a limited number 
unsuited for other employments. 

Secular instruction was given regularly, in accordance with the rules, 
to those prisoners eligible for receiving it. The schoolmaster warder 
is very attentive to his duties in this respect, and has had several satis- 
factory results. The chaplains take considerable interest in the secular 
instruction of prisoners, and visit frequently during the horn's of teaching, 
examining the prisoners as to the progress they are making. 

The buildings, fences, <fec. , have been . carefully attended to, and are 
in a good state of repair, principally carried out by prison labour. The 
roofs, eave runs, &c , damaged by storms received a thorough repairing, 
the work having been done by contract.

The work has gone on in the usual way. The prisoners with 
whom I have had to deal, with the help of my excellent substitute, 
have behaved very well, never occasioning any personal trouble, 
while they have always been most attentive to any admonitions 
given, being devout in their demeanour at Divine Service and 
joined heartily in the responses and hymns. I have every hope 
that most of them — all those I would say committed for first offences — 
have benefited by their prison experience and determined to do better 
for the future. Drink, it is needless to say, or the thoughtlessness at- 
tending it, rather than any malice prepense, has been the cause of their 
incarceration, in almost every case. 

In helping towards the reformation of these men I should like to 
mention the work of the schoolmaster. He has been most attentive to 
his duties and successful in the discharge of them, enabling many who 
came in quite illiterate to go out well able to read and write and do 
sums. This should greatly help them to better things. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


Instruction was given regularly every Sunday and holiday, and the 
prisoners, with very few exceptions, complied with all the requirements 
of their religion. Many seemed to be very earnest in reforming their 
lives, but, unfortunately, their surroundings, when they leave prison, 
are often not such as to make one very hopeful that they will persevere. 
I have carefully watched the effects of imprisonment with a view to 
reformation of conduct, and I am convinced that undue severity is 
detrimental, while considerateness, when combined witli firmness, is 
conducive to improvement, and hence I was glad to observe that the 
officers, while vigorously enforcing discipline, invariably showed kindness 
and forbearance in their treatment of the prisoners. No complaint was 
made to me during the year. 

Secular instruction was attended to, and in many cases considerable 
progress was made. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


During the year 1903 six warders were treated in their quarters 
and one suffering from severe pneumonia, sent to county infirmary. 
Of the others, the chief warder was invalided from the service. One 
suffered from arthritis, and the remainder from ordinary colds. 

Two prisoners were discharged on medical grounds, for age and 
debility. 

Seven prisoners were treated in hospital. 416 prisoners were treated 
during the year mainly for scabies, ulcers, cuts and contusions, colds 
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cmr! trivial complaints. One death occurred during the year from acute 
SStTC after committal, in a man suffering from chrome 
Bright’s disease of long standing. 

There was one execution.

This work, while affording useful employment is, in 
many instances, of great beneiit to women after leaving the prison, as 
many of them who are indifferent knitters or sewers on admission 
become after a short time quite proficient. 

The prison buildings have been maintained in a good state of repair, 
chiefly by contract, but a large amount of whitewashing, painting, 
glazing, and sundry repairs has been done by prison labour. 

The chaplains and medical officer have been most attentive and 
regular in the discharge of their duties. 

The nuns (Sisters of Mercy) pay weekly visits to the Roman Catholic 
prisoners, and give collective and individual instruction and advice. 
These visits are most beneficial, and have contributed largely to the 
general good conduct. As a result several prisoners have voluntarily 
entered homes during the year. 

There was one juveuile committed for vagrancy on a sentence of 
fourteen days. She received special attention from chaplain and school- 
mistress and was, with her own consent, sent to a home on discharge. 
Her associates outside were not good. 

The local Discharged Prisoners Aid Society willingly affords financial 
assistance to deserving cases, either in the purchase of clothing or in 
starting some little dealing. 

Secular instruction has been regularly given to those entitled. The 
result is invariably satisfactory, especially in the case of the younger 
prisoners. 

The library is eagerly availed of and much appreciated. 

The sanitary condition is excellent, and, though tlie situation is 
somewhat low, still being open to tlie broad sweep of the Shannon, the 
ventilation is good.

The conduct of the subordinate officers during the year under report 
has been, with two exceptions, good ; the exceptions referred to have 
been specially reported on, and the officers concerned dismissed the service. 

Of the number received during the year 850 males and 400 females 
were committed for drunkenness only. In addition to this 88 males 
and 27 females were committed for drunkenness together with assaults, 
&c., i.e., drink was the cause directly or indirectly of 66 per cent, of the 
committals during the year. 

The prisoners have, with a few exceptions, been well conducted and 
obedient to the rules, and have performed the work allotted to them 
in a satisfactory manner; they are, on getting out of the first stage, em- 
ployed, as far as practicable, in association, according to their stage, 
seniority, and class, the star class being exercised and employed apart 
from the others, a special division being maintained for those between 
the ages of 16 and 21. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape during the year. 

Of the total punished only nine males had to be punished three or 
more times, one punishment or caution being generally in most cases 
sufficient as a deterrent to breaking the rules. Of the exceptions, however, 
two caused a lot of trouble and had for a time to be kept in restraint, 
owing to their violent conduct and destructive tendencies. 

Destitute and deserving prisoners were, on discharge, helped by grants 
from the Board to obtain work and decent clothing, and in some cases 
were given a passage to England and Scotland, on its being shown that 
they had relatives or friends there willing to help them. 

The Visiting Committee have met regularly on the first Wednesday 
in each month, and their reports have been duly submitted to the 
Board. 

The general state of the buildings, yards, and walls, is good.

This result has been brought about largely by a better disposition on 
the part of prisoners to conform to the rules so as to entitle, them to the 
privileges of school instruction (which is carefully attended to by the 
chaplains, and the warder who gives school instruction to males is most 
painstaking, as is also the assistant matron who instructs females), and 
the advantages conferred by the new rules in a more liberal supply of 
library books (of which prisoners largely avail themselves), and in part 
by the reduction and grading of tasked labour. 

I have, during the year, been able to give a more extended effect to 
Rule 39 by the employment of prisoners in association at sack making 
in the halls of the prison. This is in addition to the associated labour 
given in the prison garden and grounds, fatigues, &c. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape during the year. 

The condition of the buildings and fences is good. 

During the year thirteen male prisoners were assisted by the Board 
to reach their homes or centres of employment, beyond place of convic- 
tion, so as to givo them a fresh start and prevent their becoming a 
burden on local rates or turning to criminal courses.

There has been a reduction of over 20 per cent, of first committals or 
star class prisoners. 

The education of the prisoners continues to receive careful attention, 
some who were illiterate on committal, or had forgotten what they had 
learnt, have been taught to read, write and calculate. The library acts 
as an incentive to learn. 

The progressive stage system is an inducement to good work and 
behaviour. All the employment possible is in the open air, and in 
association, so soon as the prisoner has earned the necessary marks and 
is qualified. 

The industries for male prisoners arc cutting firewood, stone-breaking, 
and a small quantity of oakum is picked in the evenings, and the keep- 
ing of buildings and grounds in good order. 

The principal industry for female prisoners is the laundry, whilst 
knitting for this and other prisons, repairs to clothing and cooking for 
male and female prisoners occupy them fully. 

The chaplains, the nuns, and the Prisoners’ Aid Society have individu- 
ally and collectively rendered good service, materially assisting towards 
the satisfactory repoi ts made by the visiting justices, who inspect the 
prison every month and see every prisoner. 

The medical officer visits regularly each day, and is always available 
when required. 

The profits of the manufacturing department show an increase of 
5 per cent, over previous years. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory excepting 
those instances reported to the Board.

MARYBOROUGH CONVICT PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of tho subordinate officers lias beeu good, and, with few 
exceptions, they have discharged their duties satisfactorily. 

The efficiency of the staff has been very much improved by the new 
scheme of re-organisation, which has been in force since January, 1903. 

I. here was no escape, or attempt at escape, during the year. 

There were six assaults committed on officers during the year, but 
they were of a trivial nature, and the officers were not injured. 

The conduct and industry of the intermediate class have been good. 

On the discharge of any of the convicts of the intermediate class I 
communicated, in compliance with the Board’s instructions, with the 
clergymen of the parishes in which they intended to reside, soliciting 
them to use their influence on their behalf, and prevent them relapsing 
into crime. Very few of this class return to prison on revocation of 
licence. 

The convicts of the ordinary class have been employed during the 
year at the various trades, which are carried on in the prison, such as 
tailoring, shoemaking, carpentry, masonry, plumbing, smithing, tin- 
smithing, and at farm-work. 
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The workshops are large, well ventilated, and. healthy, an ie 
conduct and industry of the convicts employed in them ave een 
generally very satisfactory. 

The convicts learning trades pay great attention to the instructions 
given them by the trade-instructors, and have acquired a. goo 
ledge of the trades at which they are employed, seme of them have 
become proficient tradesmen, and are capable of turning ou new 
articles of various kinds — well made, and in a tradesmanlike mannei. 

The majority of the able-bodied convicts have been employed at 
farm-work, and their conduct and industry have been very goo i J 
continue to evince great interest in the working of the farm, anc ai 
anxious and willing to carry out all orders and instructions given ‘ 
relative to their work— reports for idleness are of rare occurrence. 

The crops grown were, as in former years, potatoes, oats, turnips, 
cabbages, and various kinds of table vegetables, and notwithstanding, 
very wet season, the produce was abundant and of goo cjuai y 
surplus being easily disposed of at remunerative prices. 

The past season was not a favourable one for fnut, owing to the 
inclemency of the weather, hut the fruit crop here was fairly good, 
particularly the currants, which were abundant. 

During the year a kitchen, laundry and bath-room were fitted up m 
the spaces provided for them in the new prison block. 

The kitchen is large and commodious, and is fitted up with slx steam 
cooking-pans, a gas cooker has also been provided for cooking 
sick in° hospital 3 Owing to the absence of fire and ashes, the kitchen, 
at all times, looks bright anil clean, and the steam-cookm D \ 
working very satisfactorily. 

The laundry is provided with an up-to-date

and is well ventilated and healthy. 

The bath-room contains 15 baths— each bath in a separate cubicle— 
and is in every respect adequate to meet all bathing requirement. .

One warder developed typhoid fever seven days aftev joining here 
from Mountjoy Prison, and was transferred to tho County Infirmary, 
thus preventing any spread of the disease in the prison. The case 
ended in complete recovery, and was obviously contracted in Dublin 
before the warder was transferred to this staff. 

Two convicts died during the year. Four were discharged from 
prison on medical grounds. Four were transferred to Dundrum Lunatic 
Asylum. 

The sanitary condition has not alone been generally well maintained, 
but the underground sewerage much improved by the introduction of 
white glazed brick man-holes, facilitating inspection, and leaving little, 
if anything, to be desired. 

The heating has been very satisfactory, and the equability of tempera- 
ture in all parts of the prison has been a prominent and laudable 
feature. 

A new cook-house, equipped with steam end gas-cooking appliances, 
has been started during the year, and is a great improvement on the 
old kitchen. 

The new laundry gives every facility for efficient cleansing and 
thorough airing of linen and flannels. 

The baths, fifteen in all, in cubicles, with hot and cold water supply, 
completed during the year, give ample accommodation for bathing, and 
will thereby tend much to the up-keep of the prisoners’ health. • 

The warders’ hospital is satisfactory, and much appreciated by the 

staff.

There were in custody on 1st January, 1903, 7 males and 14 females, 
total 21. Received on committal during the year 9 males and 13 
females, and 1 male and 2 females on revocation of licence, total 25. 
Removed during the year, on licence 1 male and 2 females, on expiry 
of sentenfee 4 males and 8 females, total 1 5. Remaining in confinement 
on the 31st December, 1903, 12 males and 19 females, total 31. One 
female is counted twice in the removals. She was first discharged on 
licence, but having committed a breach of the conditions of the licence 
it was revoked, and she was recommitted to the reformatory and dis- 
charged six months afterwards on termination of sentence.

The youngest admitted during the year was, in case of the males, 30 
years whilst the oldest was 57. In the rase of the females the youngest 
was 23 years and the oldest 48. The average age is 38 years, and 13 
were under 40 years of age. 

This is in my opinion, a distinct improvement on last year, wlien 
the oldest’ admitted was 63 years of age, and the average age two years 
higher The results of treatment cannot he so satisfactory when 
inmates are admitted with shattered constitutions and distinct evidence 
of mental weakness as when they come under the scope of the Act at

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One male and one female had not been previously convicted of any 
offence. All the other inmates had been previously convicted of various 
offences, from one to one hundred and fifty-two times. T\>o males 
and one female had been previously in inebriate retreats. 

The treatment adopted is hygienic only — a wholesome regular life, 
plenty of best air, moderate strict discipline, total abstinence, and the 
personal influence of the staff and chaplains. The discipline is not over 
strict ; the inmates are allowed very considerable latitude in many 
respects. They are confined within the walls of the reformatory for the 
first portion of their sentence, but later, when it is known that they 
can be trusted, they are allowed outside for walks. In every instance 
there is a distinct improvement in the personal appearance after a few 
months in the reformatory, and the restless, sleepless condition in 
which they are usually admitted disappears after- a few weeks. They 
invariably increase in weight and the majority are happy and contented. 

With regard to the employment of the inmates no difficulty has been 
experienced in finding work. In the winter time and in wet weather 
the inmates are occupied indoors. As last year the females have been 
employed cooking, cleaning, sewing, knitting, making uniform for 
female officers, and in the service of the reformatory. The males have 
been chiefly employed shoemaking, carpentering, chopping firewood, 
gardening, removing disused exercise-yard walls, etc. 

Two and a-half acres of ground are under crops of the various kinds. 
The reformatory was fully supplied with vegetables, and in addition, 
during the year ended 31st March, 1904, sales amounting to £25 15s. 4c?. 
were made to the public. 

The inmates have, without exception, been obedient and attentive 
to their work, and carried out to the best of their ability the instructions 
of the officers in charge. I make it a point to employ every inmate at 
his own trade, if he has any. Work which interests the individual has a 
peace-producing healthy effect. 

The rules with regard to recreation continue to be strictly carried 
out. Chess, draughts, dominoes, and other games are provided for the 
use of the imates. Ball -playing and quoit throwing have been intro- 
duced during the year with satisfactory results. In the ball-playing 
the officers join, and there are some good well-played matches. The 
male inmates are allowed to smoke in the evenings. Daily newspapers 
and magazines arc placed in the day-rooms, and hooks from the library 
are supplied when required. 

Instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic continues to be given 
to those inmates whose education had been neglected, with admirable 
results. Many who were wholly illiterate on reception can now read 
and write fairly well. The schoolmaster and schoolmistress have been 
unremitting in their attention to this branch of their duty. Not less 
than four hours’ instruction are given to each inmate in the week. 

The conduct of the inmates has been excellent, and no difficulty has 
arisen with regard to their association together. The power which the 
rules give of placing offensive inmates in separation is an admirable 
weapon for preserving order. The presence of an infant, the child of 
an inmate, in the female side, has been found not only to be an interest 
—and a very wholesome interest — to the inmates, but also to be a 
means of influencing the inmates for the better, softening their dis- 
positions, and stimulating their better feelings. There have been hut 
two dietary punishments for the year 
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I had occasion in my report for the year 1902 to refer to the evil of 
short sentences. It is satisfactory to note that during the year 190u, 
of the total number of persons sent to the reformatory 224 Pf cent ; 
were committed for three years, as against ml for 1902. Inmates need 
not be detained in the reformatory for the entire period of then 
sentence, but may after eighteen months detention be permitted under 
licence to reside with an approved guardian In view of this salatary 
provision long sentences are alike beneficial to the reformable and 
unreformable. - 


I append hereto some particulars concerning each of the — cases 
committed to the reformatory during the year 1903. Ihese detai 
will give a fair general idea of the character and history of the persons 
we are called upon to control. The information in regard to the health 
and mental condition of the inmates has been supplied by the medical 
officer from time to time during the year.

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No. 15, a male, age 30. Received 12th October, 1903. 

On Reception : — 'Health good ; is a small, spare-framed manr 

Mental State: — Very had; is little removed from a fool. Is 
totally illiterate, and does not appear to have any sense of religious 
observances of any kind. Was on one occasion in a lunatic asylum. 
Is very quiet and morose in his manner, and takes no interest in any- 
thing around him. Will not join in any games. 

Past History: — Unmarried. He was admitted a. patient to an 
asylum in August, 1901. When in prison he refused to clean his cell 
or work or to attend Divine Service. After he came to Ennis he also 
refused to go to any Religious Service. He was brought there, how- 
ever, and since then lias attended regularly. He has worked in 
various places as a labourer, lodging always with his employer. He 
used to get drunk periodically, and on one occasion broke a window, 
for which he was sentenced to two months’ imprisonment. He is 
naturally of a quiet disposition and never gave any trouble to the 
police unless when drank. His record shows four imprisonments 
for drunkenness and malicious damage. 

Family History : — His brothers, who are also labourers, drink to 
excess. 


No. 16, a male, age 33. Received 19th October, 1903. 

On Reception : — Health good in every particular ; is a spare, 
hardy, active-looking man. 

•Mental State: — Good and sound. Is totally illiterate. Is quiet 
in demeanour, but has the countenance of a man with a strong 
temper, which lie has under control. 

Past History: — Is unmarried. He served in the army six or 
seven years, the last two of which he spent in South Africa during 
the recent war. On his return he received a considerable sum of 
money — about £60 — nearly all of which he spent in drink. He has 
done very little labouring work, if any, his principal employment 
being attending fairs as a “ cattle blocker.” His record shows thirty- 
nine imprisonments for drunkenness, two assaults, one drunk and 
disorderly, and one riotous behaviour — forty-three times in all. He 
is a quiet, harmless man, and there is nothing against his character 
except the offences stated. The assaults were of it trivial nature, 
and were committed under the influence of drink. 

Family History : — His brothers (one of whom died in a> police 
barrack recently) drink to excess. 


No. 17, a female, age 28 years. Received 20tli October, 1003. 

On Reception : — Health is fairly good ; all her organs are healthy. 

Mental State : — Good, but seems to have lost all self-control in 
the consumption of stimulants. 

Past History: — Married, and the mother of two children. Is a 
habitual drunkard, and for the past two years had become so intem- 
perate that on several occasions she remained away from her chil- 
dren and home. In several places, in consequence of her drunken 
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habits, the family were put out by the landlords. Her children were 
sorely neglected, and she often pawned their clothes to get money 
for drink. Her husband earns on an average about 24s. a week, out 
of which he gave his wife 20s. for house-keeping purposes, which she 
usually spent in drink. It appears her people are fairly respectable. 
She fell into had company, and this was the cause of her downfall 
and intemperate habits. Her record shows six imprisonments for 
illegal possession, assault, and drunkenness. 

Family History: — -A s far as can be ascertained no insane or in- 
temperate relatives. 


No. 18, a female, age 29. Received 20th. October, 1903. 

Ok Reception : — A. respectable, fine-looking woman ; her health 
is good excepting that she is subject to menorrhagia and leueorrhoea. 

Mental State: — Fair. Is excitable and a mischief-maker. Has 
been a slave to drink for some years past. 

Past History: — Married, and the mother of two children. She 
is the wife of a sergeant in the Royal Artillery, and it appears that 
for some years past she has been addicted to drink, and has been 
convicted for cruelty to her children. Her husband is in receipt of 
fairly good pay, and whilst separated from her he allowed her from 
16s. to £1 per week, but she squandered it in drink. She was 
ejected from several houses in consequence of her intemperate and 
unsteady habits. Her record allows three imprisonments for 
neglecting -her -children and drunkenness. 

Family History : — None intemperate or insane. 


No. 10, a female, age 40 years. Received 26th October, 1903. 

On Reception: — Is in fair bodily health but badly nourished. 
Has been in the habit of snuffing for years. Is subject to headaches 
when deprived of it. All her organs are healthy. 

Mental State: — Is of very violent temper, and -has displayed vile 
temper when under the influence of drink and whilst in prison. She 
has been a confirmed drunkard and prostitute since child-hood. 

Past History: — Is a woman of the unfortunate class, very much 
addicted to drink, and has spent the greater part of her life in gaol. 
When under the influence of drink she threatens suicide, and on one 
occasion she attempted to strangle herself while confined m a police 
cell on a charge of drunkenness. She has no relatives, except a 
mother, at present a pauper. Her former prison character has been 
bad. Her record shows 152 imprisonments for drunkenness, vagrancy, 
indecent exposure, frequenting, attempted suicide, and -minor 
offences. 

Family History: — Mother a prostitute and a habitual drunkard. 


No. 20, a female, age 28. Received Mi November, 1993. 

On Reception:— 'Health is poor. Complains of all sorts of imagi- 
nary pains, etc., etc. Is thin and badly nourished. Buffers from 
insomnia. 
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Mental, State: — Weak. Is hysterical and does not appear to 
have self-control in any shape. For some months after her com- 
mittal was continually complaining of various pains and feelings of 
coldness in different parts of her body, for which no cause could be 
found. They have now all passed away. 

Past History : — Is unmarried. Since her committal the house 
has been broken up. 'She had l>een drinking on and off for 
the past ten years. Her father and mother are both dead. She 
was in the habit of pawning the furniture out of the house and 
also the bed-clothes to get drink. She was induced to go into an 
Inebriate Retreat, and after remaining there for a few days she 
broke out of it, but was taken back. During the time she was in 
‘the institution she gave the matron and attendants all the trouble 
she could. She refused to work, and sometimes would remain in bed 
for two or three days at a time, feigning sickness. She had to be 
discharged from the retreat, and was sent to the Union Workhouse. 
She remained in the workhouse for two weeks and then came back to 
her brothers and returned to her previous drinking habits. 

Family History : — 'No intemperate relatives, or insane ones. 


No. 21, a female, age 33 years. Received 13th November, 1903. 

On Reception: — Health only fair. She is anaemic from want of 
proper nourishment and intemperate habits. Sleeps and eats well. 

Mental State : — -Good. Is subject to fits of depression. 

Past History: — Is married, and the mother of two children. Her 
husband is employed as a labourer, and earns 18s. a week. He is m 
regular employment for four years. He at present pays 16s. per 
week to his mother for keeping himself and his two children. She 
has been tippling for the past ten years. Her husband and children 
are well cared for since she left. •Before her arrest slie wa-s re- 
peatedly before the Court for neglecting her children, which was all 
brought about by her drunken habits. Her record shows two im- 
prisonments (three and six calendar months’ hard labour) for neglect- 
ing her children. 

Family History: — (No insane or intemperate relatives. 


No. 22, a female, age 30. Received 13th November, 1903. 

On Reception : — Health bad. Has had some attacks of gall 
stones. Is of a sallow complexion and generally delicate-looking. 
Heart, lungs, and kidneys all healthy. 

Mental State : — Fairly good, but does not seem to have any self- 
control in the consumption of intoxicants. Is quiet in her manner. 
Had delirium tremens once. 

Past History : — 'Married, and the mother of tliree children. Her 
husband is a bread server, and his average wage is 23s. a week. His 
eldest daughter, sixteen years, is employed in a factory, and earns 
about 6s. a week. The inmate contracted the habits of drinking 
about twelve years ago. Her husband, in connection with his em- 
ployment, has often to be from home for weeks at a time, and when 
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he returned he generally found the furniture and bed-clothes pawned, 
and even the clothing off the children. She was sentenced in March, 
1903, to six calendar months’ hard labour for neglecting her chil- 
dren, but on the day she was released from prison on termination of 
this sentence she returned to her old habits and continued drinking 
until she was arrested for the offence for which she is now in the 
Reformatory. 

Family History.:— Unknown. She states’ no relatives insane or 
of intemperate habits. 


No. 23, a female, age 33. Received 10th December, 1903. 

Os Reception Health good in every particular. Is suckling 
her infant, which is fire weeks old. 

Mental State (Fairly good. Is very quiet in her demeanour 
and is attentive to her work. Does not appear to have any self- 
control in the consumption of liquor. 

Past History: — ‘Was previously a servant, and about twelve years 
ago got married to a tailor. Shortly after her marriage she teoaa 
a confirmed drunkard. She used to pawn her childrens clothes and 
everything she could leave her hands on m order to get drmi. Her 
husband could not trust her with money She used to be always 
a W the streets trying to get drink. About, a year ago she fell 
down stairs while drunk and 'had to be treated in hospital, and ever 
since she has complained of her head. Her husband is not in con- 
stant employment, and has to pay for the care and support of his 
tw o children He is often unable to pay for his own lodging. Her 
record shows one conviction for using profane language. 

Familt Histoby : — Husband periodically drinks to excess.

The after career of these 35 persons has been watched with care, and 
I am happy to be able to record that 18, or over 51 per cent., are 
reported as, having regained self-control and to be going on satis- 
factorily. Of the 35, 25* /I per cent, have been at liberty for twelve 
months and over, and 17*14 per cent, six months and over. This is in 
my opinion, a most gratifying result, and beyond all expectations, 
especially when it is remembered that many of the cases sent to the 
Reformatory have spent a lifetime in drunken excess, and show but 
little capacity or care for reformation. Since the Reformatory was 
opened in 1899, there has been a number of men and women committed 
with imprisonments, varying from 60 to 333, recorded against them. 
There is no objection to cases snch as these, for even they should have 
a chance of reformation, and at least be prevented from doing harm to 
others, but with such material to work upon a large percentage of 
relapses is inevitable. 

The average number of imprisonments recorded against those com- 
mitted since the establishment of the Reformatorv till 31st March, 
1904, is 23-63. " ’ 


I annex to this report extracts from the letters received regarding 
the cases known to he doing satisfactorily.

A large number of the relapses had not a fair chance of recovery 
Some returned to drunken husbands and evil surroimdmgs whi s 
others were sentenced to periods of detention far short of the full tim 
allowed. 

In a ease which directly came under my notice in this *own, the 
inmate, after 18 months’ detention returned to his parent^ The 
father occasionally drank to excess, and so also did the brothers. Hie 
poor fellow struggled against the temptation which beset him on every 
Lie for over eleven months, but which m the end proved too strong lot 
him For over eleven months he conducted himself well, and dunn 
the time never touched anything intoxicating. On one occasion he e t 
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employment in a bottling store, and after be bad been for a few day 
at the work be came to me for advice. He told me be was obliged to 
“ suck the pipes of the bottling machine ” occasionally to clear them, 
and that he was afraid of himself, I advised him to leave the place 
at once, and he did so. 

He, however, unfortunately had the habit of playing a concertina at 
dances held at night in houses in the worst parts of the town, where 
drink of an intoxicating kind was usually liberally supplied. He fell 
out with some of those who were at one of these dances, with the 
result that he took drink, and when once he touched it the old uncon- 
trollable desire for excess returned. The next day he was found drunk 
on the public street, and, when in the act of being arrested, he stabbed 
a police constable with a pocket knife, for which he was convicted and 
sentenced to six calendar months H.L. 

The single case on licence at present is a male. His release took 
place over ten months ago. He is going on well, working every day, 
and not touching drink in any shape or form. He was released to 
the care of his good parish priest, who is taking a real interest in his 
welfare. 

Last year I referred specially to the after care of inmates. What I 
then stated applies equally now. The greatest difficulty I have to 
contend with is finding suitable employment for inmates to enable them 
to start life afresh. There are periods of morbid depression recurrent 
in those long addicted to excess, and these periods have to he guarded 
against. 

The several Prisoners’ Aid Societies assist discharged inmates by 
friendly advice, and seeing that their earnings are judiciously spent. 
The nuns also do what they can for the Roman Catholic female 
inmates. 

The clergyman of the parish in which every inmate is about to 
reside is written to, before the inmate’s release from the Reformatory, 
soliciting his good offices on behalf of the inmato. From some of these 
gentlemen I receive encouraging replies. 

Another difficulty is being experienced by inmates, who have spent 
18 months in the Reformatory, in finding suitable guardians. It is 
obvious that the assured good conduct and general suitability of the 
guardian, into whose care the inmate is to pass, is essential to success 
in licensing. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape during the year. 

The police continue, when requested to do so, to render full and 
valuable information in regard to inmates, and also as to fitness of 
persons desiring to act as guardians for inmates on licence. 

The Visiting Committee meets at the Reformatory every month. 
The Reformatory and its inmates are inspected regularly, and the 
Committee is ever ready to assist in the management of the Institution. 

The chaplains visit the Reformatory regularly, and minister to the 
religious wants of the inmates of their respective denominations. The 
weekly visits of the Sisters of Mercy are helpful to the Roman Catholic 
female inmates. 

The medical officer continues to perform his many duties in connec- 
tion with the Reformatory with care and attention. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been most satisfactory, 
and in the discharge of their many duties they have generally acted 
with uniform care and efficiency. Every resident officer is a total 
abstainer,

Extracts xrom the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN S 
Report. 


It is satisfactory to have to state the official machinery in all its 
branches continues to -work efficiently and conduces to the success, as 
far as such is apparent, of the State Inebriates’ Home. The law of 
kindness rules ; in no wise taking from, but rather making more firm, 
the strictness essential to the well conducting of the institution and its 
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inmates. The benefits of this action, impressed by myself on the mind 
of a new inmate, is very manifest after a couple of months (and increases 
as time goes on) in the manner, the placidity of demeanour the 
appearance of contentment — it is more than outward and the calm- 

ness of mind at rest, manifesting itself outwardly. This is, as I conceive 
the most remarkable present benefit of the enforced detention of the 
inmates, and of the treatment to which they are subjected. If no 
other advantages accrued, this of itself would stamp the home as 
occupying a chief place among the institutions for ameliorating the 
condition of the miserable objects with whom the State, or private 
philanthropy, has to deal. I cannot help remarking that it gives me 
the impression of a greater strain being exercised on the minds of the 
officials, who come into more immediate and constant intercourse with 
the inmates, in carrying out the spirit of kindness and yet strictness 
than those in the ordinary prison are called upon to bear. This is 
specially the case on the female side of the Home. 

Our efforts, as Chaplains, are directed to seeking, with Divine 
blessing, and impressing upon those committed to our charge that this 
change, so very manifest, may become permanent and a habit when they 
go forth again to old associations and temptations. Whatever may bo 
“ put on ” by any, or that mere talk should endeavour to mislead us into 
believing, this cannot be said as regards this demeanour and appearance, 
which are wwonsciously shown, just as plainly as the physical improve- 
ment, both from treatment and abstaining, manifests itself without any 
effort. This brings me to dilate on the great impediment to the hoped- 
for and possible success of efforts for the thorough reformation of 
drunkards sent to the Home. I mean the shortness of the sentences, 
until recently, passed on those brought before the Courts. A committal 
for a comparatively brief period only accentuates the desire for indul- 
gence when they are free, does not weaken or kill the appetite, and 
does not fully show to and impress upon the subject of our brief care 
the advantages not in theory, but in practice, of touching not, tasting 
not, intoxicating liquors. Hence I, and I presume others, cease not to 
take every opportunity in talking with influential private individuals, 
and in semi-public or general meetings of inculcating the absolute 
necessity of impressing upon Judges, of the various degrees, to whom 
the power is committed, the imperative need of passing the full sentence 
even, or at least more than two-thirds of it, on those that it is proved 
need detention at all. It is positive kindness to the individual, specially 
in hopeful cases, since the sentence can be shortened (to the length a 
Judge may think at first sight to be commensurate with the past 
conduct of those charged) by the system of recommending proper cases 
to receive a licence, which, if given, will prove a deterrent, and also an 
incentive to endeavour to pursue a straight course — both of which are 
absent in the case of brief sentences merely. Long sentences are, in 
any case, a boon and a blessing to the community at large, to the circle 
of acquaintances of each drunkard, and, pity that it should have to be 
said, to the families of the inebriates. 

It is satisfactory to know that we can point to not a few cases in 
which substantial beneficial results have been manifested in some of 
those whose sentences expired. The number of these would be added 
to had opportunity been afforded of treating them longer to the benefits 
of tire State Home, and to the system so efficiently carried out by those 
having the more constant and immediate supervision of the inmates. 
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Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

Almost all of the inmates availed themselves of the opportunities 
afforded them of receiving the Sacraments and performing their other 
religious duties. I believe some have benefited very much from the 
instructions they received in the school. 

The visit that the Sisters of Mercy pay to the Home every Sunday is 
of the greatest advantage to the inmates. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

My Chaplaincy at the Ennis Inebriate Reformatory dates from June, 
1903, so that my experience is as yet somewhat limited. For some 
time I had only one inmate — -a woman — under my care ; two more 
women came in November, and another arrived recently. 

It is difficult to form a correct opinion as to the effect produced by 
the treatment at the Reformatory, but I believe it is decidedly salutary. 
The mere fact that the inmates are removed from their former evil 
surroundings and temptations, and cannot indulge in strong drink, has 
produced a decided change for the better in every way. At first the 
demoralizing effects of the drink on mind and body were very notice- 
able ; but under the healthful treatment of the Reformatory the 
improvement in the health of some of the patients has been remarkable, 
and, as a natural result, they have become more cheerful and hopeful. 

The orderly life, the regular employment, the healthy surroundings, 
the moral influence brought to bear upon the inmates, and the kindly 
discipline of the Reformatory, cannot but have a beneficent effect. 

All the inmates under my charge attend Divine Service regularly, 
and their conduct and demeanour are all that could he desired. 


Extracts prom the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

During the past year the health of the inmates has been, on the 
whole, very good. This is especially to be wondered at, considering the 
vicious habits (frequently extending over a considerable number of 
years) of almost every case which has been sent here. In each and 
every instance the bodily and mental condition have materially improved 
very rapidly after committal, owing, no doubt, to the enforced healthy 
habits, food, and occupation, as well as to the absence of all contaminat- 
ing influences. 

There did not arise any necessity for discharging an inmate on 
medical grounds. 
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Tliere was no case of infectious or contagions disease, nor of insanity, 
attempted suicide, or death. 

Narcotics have not been required in any instance, though nerve 
sedatives were resorted to in two cases. 

HEemorrhoids were removed by operation from one of the male 
nmates at his own request. 

The dietary has been wholesome and sufficient. There has been an 
unlimited supply of good water. 

All the apartments are well ventilated, and have been heated accord- 
ing to the state of the weather. 

The bedding and clothing have been ample. 

The bathing accomodation and the sanitary arrangements have been 
satisfactory. 

A careful record of the previous and family histories, mental condi- 
tion, and health on reception of each inmate has been kept. 

The health of the officers has been good excepting in one instance, 
where discharge from the service was the only resource. 

I have been at all times agreeably struck with the neatness, 
cleanliness, and order of the various apartments as well as the grounds 
of the Reformatory, 
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List of Certified Prisoners’ Aid Societies and Prisons with 
which they are more immediately connected.

Extract from the Sixteenth Annual Report of the Belfast 
Prison Gate Mission for Men, for the year ended 31st 
December, 1903. 


More discharged prisoners were admitted last year than during any 
previous twelvemonth since the establishment of the Mission, and the 
total number of men benefited was 103 — viz., eighty-eight ex-prisoners 
and fifteen destitute men — an increase of eight over 1902, which was 
also a busy year. In fact, on two occasions the agent had to refuse 
to admit several applicants for want of accommodation, and to meet 
the increased demand the Committee have since taken the adjoining 
house into the Mission premises, thereby providing more suitable 
accommodation for the agent’s family, as well as more room for the 
men. 


Of the eighty-eight discharged prisoners 


55 had been sentenced for drunkenness ; 
13 ,, „ larceny; 

„ assault ; 

„ vagrancy ; 

,, housebreaking; 

,, various offences. 


As in former years, a large percentage of these men got into trouble 
through drink, and many of them, unless under some control, and 
whilst living where they cannot obtain intoxicating liquor, when they 
have money in their pockets are unable to keep away from the public- 
house. 
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These discharged prisoners, after remaining for longer or shorter 
periods in the Home, were disposed of as follows : — 

Fifty-nine obtained work ; 

Ten were sent to their homes (or to their friends) \ 

Three would not remain beyond a day or .two ; 

Sixteen left without obtaining work. 

One hundred and sixty-seven men, on the morning of their discharge 
from prison, accepted the invitation of the agent, and came to the 
Home for breakfast. . 

Nine grants, amounting to £16 13s. S d., being money earned during 
imprisonment, were received from the General Prisons Board, and 
were expended for the benefit of the recipients —

The Committee are also grateful for the help received from those 
shop-keepers and householders who continue to obtain their fire-wood 
from the Mission yard, and to those firms who have been purchasers 
of such manufactured articles as the men were able to make. 

3,396 days’ work and 2,824 nights’ lodgings were provided during 
the year, and the amount received in subscriptions was only £9^ 1*., & 
decrease of £3 10s.

Extract from Report of the Dublin Protestant Discharged 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, for 1900-1-2. 

It is now three years since the Protestant Discharged Prisoners’ Aid 
Society has issued a report. They considered that the expense of 
issuing it was unnecessary, owing to the small number of subscribers; 
but now they feel that they would like to render an account of the 
work done since 1899. 114 cases have been helped during the three 

years, at a cost of £107 4s 5 d. Au analysis of the mode of assisting 
them will be found at end of report. It is easy to write and easier to 
read, that 1 14 cases have been helped in three years, but it is difficult 
to gauge the good that we hope has been done in most cases, and the 
trouble and planning that each case involves. It is satisfactory to be 
able to report that very few of those helped have found their way back 
to prison ; as a rule, the Committee only helps first committals, and the 
result shows that this class is worth helping. Many discharged soldiers, 
princinally Englishmen, have been sent to their homes, the Geneiul 
Prisons Board co-operating in sending many of them — a help the Com- 
mittee gratefully acknowledges. Tools have been bought or released 
from pawn, help given while work was being sought, and in various 
ways men and women have been helped back to respectable lives again. 

Seven men were sent out to Canada to begin a new life away from 
evil associates, and others assisted to Liverpool or Glasgow, where 
work is easier to get than in Dublin. The labour yard in Ringsend 
has proved a valuable help in testing whether men were really inclined 
to work, and the Committee desires to gratefully acknowledge the 
assistance the Superintendent has given in taking in men sent to him. 
Besides the 114 mentioned above as having been helped, the Society 
has been able to assist prisoners in various ways, in communicating with 
their friends, taking charge of money sent for them, in showing sympathy, 
and in giving advice where money was not needed. 

In 1901 His Grace the Archbishop of Dublin brought under the 
notice of the Committee the fact that he had been, informed that there 
was a sum of money in the hands of the Corporation of Dublin for 
the benefit of Protestant Discharged Prisoners ; it had been left by a 
Mr. Powell some years ago, and never applied for. Application was 
immediately made to the Corporation for it on behalf of this Society, 
and they paid in the accumulation of the fund,. £83 Is. 6ct., and 
arranged that the dividend should be paid annually in future. 

The Committee is very grateful to the friends who have trusted 
them with money for the benefit of the so-called criminal class, and 
our subscribers may feel assured that anything given to them has been 

most carefully spent, , , 

Though, the work is sometimes discouraging, we can be satisfied to 
leave the results. That which sometimes seems failure to us, may yet 
prove to have been better than apparent success.
